Taxes on Poor and Rich. 


In parliament the other day the Brit- 


ish chancellor of the exchequer spoke 
with apparent pride of the fact that, 
while not many years ago nearly three- 
four fhs of the revenues of the United 
Kingdom were derived from taxes on 
commodities, now considerably 
less 


than one-half the revenue comes from 
snoh sources. This meant that the taxes 
ou consumption, and hence on 
the 


labor and livelihood of the people by 
imposts on articles of necessity in every 
day life, distributed without regard to 
the ability of people to pay, are a de- 
creasing quantity in Great Britain. In 
their places are being substituted taxes 
on property and income. These have 
supplanted taxes on necessities of con- 
sumption to the extent quoted. Eng- 
land gathers from its income tax over 
a hundred millions of dollars a year, 
and it is recognized there as the fairest 
tax on the revenue list. 
It is easily 


adjustable to the wants of the govern- 
ment. 
It is easily adjustable to the 


wants of the government. 
In the 


United States the attempt to impose a 
tax on incomes from surplus wealth 
was assailed as socialistic, and in any 
good-intentioned people were actually 
scared away from its advocacy by the 
clamor of the capitalistic class, which 
demands protection and at the same 
time dodges the payment of a fair 
contribution to the burdens of govern- 
ment. 


The United States, differing from 


Great Britain, practically derives all 
its revenues from taxes on consumption. 
Wealth as such does not pay a dollar, 
except possibly in the way of light 
taxes on the national banks. 
Our en- 


tire revenues are collected, directly or 
indirectly, from the food, the shelter 
and the clothing of the people. 
In 


England only 44 per cent, is drawn 
from this source. During the reign of 
Queen Victoria the percentage has fal- 
len from 71 to 44, and the tendency is 
more and more in the direction of 
transferring the burdens of government 
from industry and labor to accumu- 
lated wealth. 
Commenting on this, 


the New York Herald notes it as a 
humanizing element of government, 
and concedes that "Great Britain has 
come to deal more and more tenderly 
with the masses of the people in the 
matter of 
distributing 
the 
public 


burden." Yet the Herald was of the 
class that bitterly denounced the just 
and humane income tax, and was un-

TWO 
STRANGERS. 


Assaulted a Non Union Molder 


This Mornlnfl. 


Tne Assailants Not Known Here and Tneir 


Motive Is a Mystery. 


Had Applied at Ohio Sto»e Fonndry for 


Work and Being UnaocceuBfnl Were 


Angry and Probably Tried to Create 


Pit jadlce Against local Union 


Men—Police After Them. 


A mysterious assault upon one of the 


non-union molders, brought here to 
take the place oE the strikers at the 
Ohio Stove foundry, occurred at seven 
o'clock this morning. 
The assailants 


were strangers and the motive of their 
deed is a mystery. Not a union man 
in .the city knows anything of the 
strangers or of their object in making 
the assault. 


Last night the strangers called at 


the boarding house on Gay street, op- 
posite the park, where the four non- 
union men are stopping. They asked 
for Payette, who came out to talk with 
them. 
They said they were molders 


looking for work, and claimed to be 
non-union men. 
Payette did not take 


much stock in 
L,hem and soon left, re- 


turning to the house. 


The same men had previously called 


on Earl Clare, of the Ohio Stovo Com- 
pany. 
They told.iiiLu the same story 


and asked for work. 
He informed 


them thafc the foundry was not run- 
ning, but gave them money to get 
something to eat. 


This morning two of thejnon-nnion 


men, who are boarding at the Gay 
street house above referred to, were 
standing in front of the house. 
The 


two strangers approached, and one of 
< 


them sav, "The shop is not running 
and we can't get a job." 


They made a few more remarks, 


when one of thorn suddenly polled out 
a club and hit Edgar Zimmerman, one 
of the non-union men over the head. 


The other man was frightened and 


ran into the house, 
allowing 
the 


strangers to 
escape. Their 
victim 


suffered a bruise on the forehead which 
is DeitherJ very paiufnl or serious. 
They immediately notifled Mr. Glare, 
who in turn, reported the occurrence 
to Marshal Schmitt. 
The marshal se- 


cured a description of the men and 
started out to find them. 


A prominent molder stated to the 


Times this morning that it was the 
opinion of the molders that the two 
strangers were not molders but hobos. 
There is no apparent reason wny they 
should assault the non-union men, un- 
less it be simply that they were angry 
.'toedauee they could not get work and 
•wanted to take their revenge out on 
•Home one, or, possibly to create a feel- 
ung against the union men of the city. 


It is understood that the managers of 


'the Ohio stove foundry have sent the 
Hieoessary railroad tickets to secure a 
number of molders to come here to 
open up the foundry. 


Zimmerman and Payette called at 


the mayor's office this afternoon and 
- swore out warrants for the airest of the 


strangers. 
They say that one of the 


men made an attempt to strike Payefcte 
while the other assaulted Zimmerman, 
but Paytte escaped by rnnning into the 
house. 
The men asked permission to 


carry arms, but "the mayor declined to 
grant it, saying that he would see that 
they were protected if he had to swear 
in a dozen extra police. 
Special police 


will be put on duty to protect the 
moldevs.
